By pro mo ting a my th o f 
sca rcity , a cco rding to Audu­ 
bo n env iro nmenta l writer 
Ga ry So ucie, these rea l esta te 
specula to rs ha v e been a ble to 
“ hustle lo ts o n the remo test, 
wretchedest la nds ima gina ­ 
ble,” a t “ o utra geo usly infla t­ 
ed prices,” o ften fa r fro m a ny 
wa ter supply a nd o ther serv ­ 
ices. a nd Inept prelimina ry 
dev elo pment tha t is under­ 
ta ken to giv e the sites the 
sembla nce o f liv ea bility , he 
sa y s, is sca rring the desert 
a nd its pla nt co mmunities. 
“ Well o v er a millio n a cres o f 
priv a te la nd in Arizo na ha s 
been subdiv ided fo r sa le o n the 
insta llment pla n like so ma ny 
refrigera to rs a nd wa shing ma ­ 
chines,” So ucie writes. The 
la nd sa les a re a imed a t “ na iv e, 
o ften greedy peo ple who think 
they a re ma king a sma rt, sa fe 
inv estment in a bo o ming a rea .” 
But mo st who buy “ a re ma king 
the mista ke o f their liv es,” fo r 
they 
“ will be ex ceptio na lly 
lucky if they ma na ge to reco up 
their ‘inv estment’ during their 
lifetimes, let a lo ne ma ke a 
pro fit.” 
Only a v ery few o f the re­ 
mo te subdiv isio ns in Arizo na 
will beco me fully dev elo ped 
in the fo reseea ble future, 
sa y s So ucie. “ Ma ny mo re will 
nev er see dev elo pment o f a ny 
kind.” 
Hea ding the list o f specula ­ 
tiv e subdiv isio ns tha t ha v en’t a 
gho st o f a cha nce o f dev elo ping 
a re tho se in a rea s tha t ha v e no 
wa ter, the a rticle no tes. Tho u­ 
sa nds o f lo ts ha v e been so ld o r 
a re being pro mo ted in la rge 
subdiv isio ns in the no rthern 
pa rt o f the sta te where there 
isn’t a ny gro und wa ter a t a ll. In 
so me pla ces there isn’t a so urce 
o f wa ter within a hundred 
miles, a cco rding to Philip 
Briggs, the sta te’s chief hy dro l- 
o gist. 
The a rticle po ints o ut tha t 
Arizo na la w do es no t require 
tha t there be wa ter o n o r nea r 
a subdiv isio n. And a ppa rent­ 
ly “ the co unties a re willing to 
a ppro v e a ny subdiv isio n a p­ 
plica tio n o n the o ff cha nce 
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tha t ma y be, just ma y be, the 
dev elo pers will find wa ter 
so mehwere a nd the co unty ’s 
ta x ra ta bles will increa se,” 
sa y s So ucie. 
So ucie a lso criticizes the in­ 
fla ted prices so ught by so me 
subdiv iders. They a re “ utterly 
a rtificia l a nd a re no t rela ted to 
intrinsic v a lue, supply a nd de­ 
ma nd, o r co mpa ra tiv e prices 
fo r la nd o utside the subdiv i­ 
sio ns,” he sa y s. 
The po pula tio n gro wth 
cla ims o f so me subidv iders 
a re a lso unrela ted to rea lity , 
So ucie a dds. He no tes tha t 
there a re 18 2 subdiv isio ns in 
Arizo na tha t a re a t lea st 64 0 
a cres in size, a t lea st three 
miles o utside inco rpo ra ted 
a rea s, a nd bey o nd the lo gica l 
ex tensio ns o f urba n a rea s. 
They co nta in mo re tha n o ne 
millio n a cres o f la nd a nd 
ha v e a po pula tio n ca pa city o f 
mo re tha n 3.5 millio n peo ple, 
a cco rding to sta te o fficia ls. 
Ho wev er, tha t is a lmo st o ne 
millio n mo re peo ple tha n a re 
ex pected to be a dded to Arizo ­ 
na ’s po pula tio n by the y ea r 
2 000, a cco rding to a sta te re­ 
po rt. 
So ucie o bserv es tha t Mo ha ­ 
v e Co unty in the no rthwest 
co rner o f the sta te ha s a 
sho rta ge o f wa ter, is remo te 
fro m gro wing metro po lita n 
a rea s, a nd its po pula tio n is 
ex pected to gro w by o nly 2 3,- 
8 8 1 by the y ea r 2 000. Yet Mo ­ 
ha v e Co unty “ ha s 46 subdiv i­ 
sio ns with 2 2 6,74 2 a cres a nd 
po pula tio n ca pa city o f 5 4 4 ,- 
8 00, o r 2 2 times the ex pected 
po pula tio n increa se,” the a r­ 
ticle repo rts. 
Ex pressing pity fo r the 
“ suckers” who buy lo ts in de­ 
v elo pments tha t will nev er be, 
So ucie decla res: “ But pity ev en 
mo re the la nd tha t is the ulti­ 
ma te v ictim.” He ex pla ins tha t 
ma ny subdiv iders, to “ pro v e” 
the legitima cy o f their dev elo p­ 
ments, ha v e ta ken to bulldo z­ 
ing ro a ds, so metimes ev en pa v ­ 
ing them, fa r in a dv a nce o f 
need. The results a re predicta ­ 
ble. 
“ Desert la nd bro ken fo r 
ro a ds a nd streets do es no t 
hea l quickly . Fra gile desert 
pla nt co mmunities will be up­ 
ro o ted fo rev er. Dust sto rms 
will blight neighbo ring a rea s. 
Desert winds a nd fla sh flo o ds 
will ero de the primitiv e 
streets into perma nent gul­ 
lies.” 
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Ex po rts a dding $2 billio n to fo o d bills o f 
co nsumers.

The y o ung America ns — 49 
wo men a nd 63 men — spent 
Sa turda y night under a rmed 
gua rd a t the Entebbe Airpo rt 
nea r Ka mpa la . 
They were tra nsferred Sun­ 
da y , still under a rmed gua rd, 
to a ho tel o n nea rby La ke Vic­ 
to ria . where they spent the ev e­ 
ning dining a nd da ncing with 
the few gua rds lo o king o n. 
The Sta te Depa rtment sa id in 
Wa shingto n tha t Ea st Africa n 
Airwa y s wa s sending a VC 10 
jetliner fro m Na iro bi to pick up 
the v o lunteers this ev ening a nd 
fly them to Kinsha sa , the ca pi­ 
ta l o f Za ire where mo st ha d 
tea ching a ssignments. 
A U.S. Emba ssy o fficia l with 
the v o lunteers a t Entebbe sa id

The pa tro lmen a nd fire fighters, befo re the 
new a greements, ha d a ba se sa la ry o f $700 a 
mo nth plus a $4 8 7 a nnua l co st o f liv ing a llo w­ 
a nce. Bo th o f these o rga niza tio ns a greed to 
inco rpo ra te the co st o f liv ing into the ba se sa l­ 
a ries a nd esta blished the new sa la ry begin­ 
ning Ma y 1, 19 73, a s $8 00 per mo nth. 
In 19 74 the sa la ries will be increa sed to 
$8 39 .17 per mo nth a nd in 19 75 to $8 78 per 


mo nth. This represents a n increa se o f 18 .5 per 
cent o v er the three-y ea r term o f the a gree­ 
ments. 
The Ma y o r to o k no te o f the fa ct tha t the 
a mo unt a nd pa ttern o f this settlement is en­ 
tirely co nsistent with the wa ge trea tment in 
the eco no my to da y where settlements a re 
running a ppro x ima tely 8 per cent in their first 
y ea r. 
The fire fighters a nd pa tro lmen impro v ed 
v a rio us a spects o f their respectiv e co ntra cts 
in these new a greements. Their present life 
insura nce pro gra m wa s impro v ed by increa s­ 
ing their po licy a mo unts by a n a dditio na l 
$3,000 a nd v a ca tio ns were impro v ed a fter 15 
y ea rs serv ice by o ne a dditio na l shift fo r the 
fire fighters a nd three da y s fo r the pa tro lmen.

The v o lunteers presently 
ha v e a mo nthly tra ining ses­ 
sio n, but it wa s felt tha t in o rder 
to rema in fa milia r with bo th 
new equipment a nd fire fight­ 
ing techniques, a bi-mo nthly 
tra ining sessio n wo uld be bet­ 
ter. Chief Ed Vo ss a greed with 
the men, a nd sa id tha t the v o l­ 
unteers wo uld receiv e the 
tra ining they wa nt.

Therefo re, he wa s go ing to use 
the ex cess o f the do na tio n to 
purcha se a sco o p stretcher 
which wo uld a lso be used in the 
a mbula nce.

Gro ss (R-Io wa) are amo n g tho se 
p ro misin g to fight the p redicted 25 to 
3 0 p er cen t p ay in crease reco mmen ­ 
datio n when the Co mmissio n o n Ex ­ 
ecu tiv e, Legislativ e an d Ju dicial 
Salaries rep o rted to Presiden t Nix o n 
o n Ju n e 3 0. Su ch an in crease co u ld 
hik e the p ay o f Ho u se an d Sen ate 
members fro m the p resen t $42,500 to 
o v er $55,000 a y ear. 
“A p ay in crease o f almo st 30 p er 
cen t fo r Co n gress wo u ld cau se v ery 
ju stified in dign atio n at a time when 
the go v ern men t is attemp tin g to en ­ 
co u rage o u r wo rk ers to settle fo r a 
max imu m o f 5.5 p er cen t,” Sen . 
Fan n in said. 
Pay raises are also ex p ected fo r 
all federal ju dges, the Su p reme 
Co u rt, an d all emp lo y es o f the ex ec­ 
u tiv e bran ch. An d it is lik ely that 
these in creases will sp u r abo u t three 
millio n federal emp lo y es in to de­ 
man din g similar p ay hik es desp ite

When ask ed abo u t an early co m­ 
missio n agreemen t o n a 25 p er cen t 
p ay in crease alleged in a p ro test let­ 
ter sen t to the White Ho u se last Ap ril 
by Sen . Fan n in an d 17 o ther sen a­ 
to rs, co mmissio n Ex ecu tiv e Secre­ 
tary Dav id H. McAfee to ld Hu man 
Ev en ts that it was based en tirely o n 
“ru mo r.” Bu t McAfee did n o t den y 
that an o ther salary bo o st was in fact 
in sto re an d emp hasized that by the 
time the reco mmen datio n s wo u ld 
tak e effect early n ex t y ear, “it will 
hav e been fiv e y ears sin ce the last 
in crease.”

Ou r eco n o my , in a sen se, has be­ 
co me a wo rld eco n o my . What go es 
o n in Western Eu ro p e, Asia, the 
Middle East an d Latin America can 
hav e o v erp o werin g effects o n de­ 
man d, sho rtages, su rp lu ses an d 
p rices in the Un ited States. 
Mr. Nix o n can n o t co n tro l in fla­ 
tio n o r su p p ly an d deman d wo rld­ 
wide; n either can an y k n o wn in ter­ 
n atio n al o rgan izatio n in the fo resee­ 
able fu tu re—ho wev er mu ch it may 
dabble at the edges. 
In p art, the p ro blem ex ists be­ 
cau se we hav e beco me heav ily de­ 
p en den t o n fo reign su p p lies eco n o m­ 
ically an d p sy cho lo gically . 
In p art it is becau se the wo rld, 
becau se o f famin e o r risin g co n su m­ 
er ex p ectatio n s, n o w dep en ds heav i­ 
ly o n American p ro du cts, in clu din g 
grain s an d so y bean s. 
In p art it is becau se there is to day 
a v ery large accu mu latio n o f do llars 
an d go ld o v erseas. In so me co u n ­ 
tries, as in the Middle East, there 
are mo re do llars than the go v ern ­ 
men ts o r p eo p les u se in day -to -day 
co n su mp tio n an d in n o rmal ex p an ­ 
sio n . 
In p art it is becau se a sign ifican t 
p ro p o rtio n o f p ro du ctio n in so me 
v ery imp o rtan t fields is han dled by 
m u ltin atio n al co rp o ratio n s.

Wo rld sho rtages o f p rim ary 
go o ds, in clu din g p etro leu m, n o n fer- 
ro u s metals, fo o d grain s an d feed 
grain s, so y bean s an d a gro win g list 
o f o ther fo o ds an d raw materials are 
steadily driv in g p rices sk y high in ­ 
tern atio n ally . 
Risin g co n su mer ex p ectatio n s in 
the So v iet Un io n , in Jap an an d West­ 
ern Eu ro p e an d in o ther areas o f the 
wo rld are amp lify in g these sho rt­ 
ages. 


Co n seq u en tly there is cu rren tly a 
wo rldwide in flatio n , mu ch mo re se­ 
rio u s in Jap an , Western Eu ro p e an d 
in o ther regio n s o f the wo rld than in 
the Un ited States. 
These in flatio n s to o are fed by 
ramp an t in creases in the mo n ey 
su p p ly , n o tably in Jap an , Italy , Brit­ 
ain , Can ada, Fran ce an d Germa­ 
n y —which hav e help ed p u t o v er­ 
whelmin g p ressu res o n wo rld p rices. 
The gro win g U.S. req u iremen t 
fo r imp o rted p etro leu m, metals an d 
o ther scarce raw materials who se 
p rices are rap idly risin g o n the 
wo rld mark ets o bv io u sly fo rces 
p rices u p here. 
The hefty wo rld deman d fo r U.S. 
agricu ltu ral go o ds resu ltin g fro m 
wo rldwide p ro du ctio n sho rtages an d 
risin g wo rld co n su mer deman ds 
creates sho rtages in the Un ited 
States an d thereby p u lls the p rice o f 
made-in -America p ro du cts u p u n ­ 
mercifu lly .

The radicals o f to day cite the 
Declaratio n o f In dep en den ce as a 
charter fo r rev o lu tio n , an d they are 
n o t challen ged becau se n o o n e tro u ­ 
bles to go back to the tex t. If we did, 
we wo u ld learn to o u r su rp rise that it 
is n o licen se fo r rev o lu tio n . On the 
co n trary , its thesis is again st the 
rev o lu tio n ary chan ges that Kin g 
Geo rge an d his min isters were at­ 
temp tin g to mak e in the British sy s­ 
tem o f en acted an d co mmo n laws. It 
was to p reserv e this sy stem that the 
sign ers p ro claimed the n ecessity “to 
disso lv e the Po litical Ban ds which 
hav e co n n ected them to an o ther, an d 
to assu me . . . the sep arate an d 


eq u al Statio n ” to which they were 
en titled. 
Ev en this step to main tain a sta­ 
tu s q u o which the British Cro wn was 
attemp tin g to o v erthro w was lo n g 
debated, an d the framers o f the Dec­ 
laratio n stated v ery clearly a reser­ 
v atio n that “Pru den ce, in deed, will 
dictate that Go v ern men ts lo n g es­ 
tablished sho u ld n o t be chan ged fo r 
light an d tran sien t cau ses.” The 
Declaratio n , in fact, stated bu t o n e 
aim, that the co lo n ies be “abso lv ed 
fro m all Allegian ce to the British 
Cro wn .” 
In the lo n g bill o f p articu lars 
again st the British “Ty ran t” the 
framers o f the Declaratio n o f In de­ 
p en den ce ask ed fo r n o rights o r p riv ­ 
ileges n o t gran ted to the p eo p le 
who se co n san gu in ity with Ameri­ 
can s the do cu men t av erred. 
That bill o f p articu lars rep eated­ 
ly stresses the n atu re o f American 
griev an ces n o t in terms o f rev o lu ­ 
tio n ary chan ge bu t in the dep riv a­ 
tio n o f what had hereto fo re been es­ 
tablished: “. . . He has co mbin ed 
with o thers to su bject u s to a Ju ris­ 
dictio n fo reign to o u r Co n stitu tio n , 
an d u n ack n o wledged by o u r Laws

WASHINGTON (N EA )- It is n o t 
really a far stretch to say that, ev en 
tho u gh Sen . Barry Go ldwater lo st 
the p residen cy , “Go ldwaterism”— 
seen as a n arro w, rigid, v en gefu l 
way o f co n du ctin g go v ern men t—has 
triu mp hed after all. 
The Watergate sto ry still is far 
fro m fu lly to ld, an d there is certain 
to be mu ch co n tradicto ry testimo n y 
bo th in the co u rts an d the Sen ate 
co mmittee hearin g ro o m. Bu t co r­ 
ro bo rated ev iden ce already in di­ 
cates that the Nix o n admin istratio n 
misu sed federal agen cies to p ro be, 
harass an d p en alize its adv ersaries. 
On e n eeds to be v ery carefu l with 
co mp ariso n s. Go ldwater himself is 
an easy -go in g, gen tle-sp irited man . 
He has p lain ly been ho rrified, an d 
o p en ly critical, at the majo r Water­ 
gate disclo su res. 


Ev en tho u gh his p u blic u tteran ce 
in the 1964 camp aign is best remem­ 
bered by so me p eo p le fo r the u n co m­ 
p ro misin g harshn ess o f his accep t­ 
an ce sp eech, the fact is that Go ldwa­ 
ter v ery o ften disap p o in ted his mo re 
fren zied aides an d su p p o rters with 
the mildn ess o f his p o litical to n e, 
co n serv ativ e tho u gh it was. 
There was n o thin g mild abo u t the 
mo st arden t Go ldwaterites. They 
were “ru le o r ru in ” ty p es who said 
“y o u ’re either withs o r again si u s.” 
TTiey were distru stfu l, n o t least o f 
the p ress, an d eager to p u n ish their 
adv ersaries. 
Where they did achiev e p o wer, as 
in the Rep u blican Natio n al Co mmit­ 
tee an d a co n siderable n u mber o f 
state p arty o rgan izatio n s, they 
so u ght high-han dedly to o bliterate 
all o p p lsitio n an d v ariatio n o f v iew­ 
p o in t. 
Go ldwater’s defeat by Ly n do n 
Jo hn so n , while cru shin g in its p ro ­ 
p o rtio n s, did n o t alto gether sn u ff o u t 


their u n y ieldin g sp irit. They bo asted 
o f his 27 millio n v o tes. 
No o n e can p ro v e, o f co u rse, what 
so rt o f men a v icto rio u s Go ldwater 
wo u ld hav e p laced aro u n d him in the 
White Ho u se. Yet, o ff the reco rd o f 
Go ldwaterite p erfo rman ce in p o liti­ 
cal o rgan izatio n s, it is a fair gu ess 
that so me o f the ho t-ey ed back ers 
wo u ld hav e fo u n d k ey n iches in his 
admin istratio n . It is also reaso n able 
to assu me they wo u ld n o t hav e 
p ark ed their su sp icio n s an d their 
rigid ho stilities at the White Ho u se 
do o r. 
I k n o w o f n o resp ected p ro fes­ 
sio n al p o lltak er who has sin gled o u t 
1964 Go ldwater su p p o rters to test 
their reactio n s to the bro ad Nix o n 
admin istratio n p lan o f esp io n age 
an d p o litical sabo tage p u t u n der the 
headin g o f Watergate. It is difficu lt 
to imagin e, ho wev er, that man y 
wo u ld disap p ro v e the “cru sh the en ­ 
emy ” sp irit which ap p ears to hav e 
an imated the Nix o n White Ho u se al­ 
mo st fro m the Presiden t’s first day s 
in o ffice. 
In deed, mo re than a few in flu en ­ 
tial Go ldwater men fo u n d their way 
in to Nix o n en to u rage. An ex hau stiv e 
co mbin g o f the p erso n n el ro sters 
might rev eal man y . 
In clu ded are fo rmer Atto rn ey 
Gen eral Richard Klein dien st, a 
Go ldwater man ager; Frederick La- 
Ru e o f Mississip p i, stro n g Go ldwa­ 
terite, an d a k ey Nix o n aide who n o w 
has p leaded gu ilty to o bstru ctin g 
ju stice in the Watergate affair; Wil­ 
liam Baro o dy , clo se Go ldwater co n ­ 
su ltan t an d fo rmer Defen se Dep art­ 
men t o fficial in the Nix o n regime. 
A ho st o f y o u n ger Nix o n White 
Ho u se an d re-electio n co mmittee 
help ers either were n o t o f age o r 
were bu sy elsewhere in the Go ldwa­ 
ter era. Yet they well fit the rigid 
1964 mo ld.

As men bro u ght u p u n ­ 
der En glish law an d resp ectin g the 
En glish sy stem, they believ ed in 
“Life, Liberty , an d Pro p erty ”—the 
last later chan ged to “the Pu rsu it o f 
Hap p in ess.”

“Ev ery co u n try has the go v ern ­ 
men t it deserv es,” a Fren ch dip lo ­ 
mat o n ce n o ted. Armed with this dis­ 
co n certin g max im, we ask ed six 
barten ders here if they tho u ght the 
Watergate scan dal was a reaso n able 
p ro du ct o f American so ciety . 
Barten ders main tain a selfless 
v igil at the p u lse o f the n atio n , so me­ 
o n e said. If Watergate was a p re­ 
dictable so cial aberratio n , certain ly 
they wo u ld hav e sen sed it. 
An d if they did, where do es it 
leav e u s? What lies ahead? Deep en ­ 
in g distru st o f go v ern men t? Of all 
o u r in stitu tio n s? Or did the Water- 
bu ggers in adv erten tly lau n ch u s in to 
an era o f rev italizatio n ? 
Un fo rtu n ately this su rv ey might 
hav e been better sp en t o n embalm- 
ers than barten ders. The o n ly co n ­ 
sen su s: Watergate has been go o d fo r 
the liq u o r in du stry . 
Ev en habitu al light drin k ers, it 
seems, cau ght u p in the fascin atin g 
tales o f Magru der, Liddy an d o thers, 
are stick in g aro u n d fo r three an d 
fo u r sho ts, the barten ders say . No t 
that discu ssin g Watergate is p ain fu l. 
Rather it seems to be fu n . 
The Sen ate Watergate hearin g is 
p ro v o k in g en o u gh belly lau ghs (an d 
du rin g the grav est testimo n y ) to 
mak e an en tertain er en v io u s. This is 
the mo o d, acco rdin g to barten ders. 
As the British are redisco v erin g, ev ­ 
ery o n e lo v es a scan dal. 
Co u ld Watergate be a balm we 
hav e y et to reco gn ize? 
“That’s co n ceiv able,” say s Co n ­ 
rad McBride, a Un iv ersity o f Co lo ­ 
rado p o litical scien ce p ro fesso r. “I 
wo u ld ho p e we reco gn ize that we are 
cu lp able. With Watergate, we may 
tu rn a co rn er.” 
“We’v e been su sp icio u s o f o u r in ­ 
stitu tio n s far to o lo n g,” say s Haro ld 
Men delso hn , chairm an o f m ass 


co mmu n icatio n at the Un iv ersity o f 
Den v er. “May be this will chan ge 
o u r attitu de.” 
Ru ssell Shain , a Un iv ersity o f Co ­ 
lo rado jo u rn alism p ro fesso r an d 
p u blic o p in io n ex p ert, say s he thin k s 
Watergate has “u n settled” a seg­ 
men t o f the electo rate. Namely 
tho se who v io lated p o litical alle­ 
gian ce last electio n to v o te fo r Nix ­ 
o n . Un settled p eo p le, he main tain s, 
cau se chan ge. 
Still wo n derin g if American so ci­ 
ety p ro du ced an d deserv ed Water­ 
gate, we fo u n d so me “u n settled” 
p eo p le o f v aried o ccu p atio n s. There 
was Glen Chambers, an elep han t 
k eep er at the Den v er Zo o . 
“I’m mo re su sp icio u s o f go v ern ­ 
men t n o w,” he say s. “Parts o f this 
hav e really disgu sted me. We’ll hav e 
to bear do wn an d imp ro v e the situ a­ 
tio n .” 
Ambu lan ce disp atcher Lin da 
Ray thin k s the federal go v ern men t 
“has made u s o u t to be du mmies, 
an d we’re n o t. No w we’re p ro v in g it. 
Peo p le are gettin g tired o f the go v ­ 
ern men t bein g so ho ly .” 
Den v er jailer Du sty Fran k say s: 
“We’v e lo st the in tegrity we u sed to 
hav e. I’m su re this co u n try has been 
hu rt o v erseas. Bu t we’ll bo u n ce back 
p ro bably p retty q u ick .” 
There wasn ’t a Watergate rev el­ 
er amo n g them. They sp o k e with 
fo recefu l o p timism an d a sp rin k lin g 
o f hu mo r. No malaise was ap p aren t. 
“Babe,” a Den v er go -go dan cer 
(“That’s my dan cin g n ame”) was 
ap o lo getic in an swerin g o u r q u es­ 
tio n s. * 
“I k n o w so little abo u t Water­ 
gate,” she said. “I wo rk n ights an d 
sleep mo st o f the day . Bu t it’s se­ 
rio u s, isn ’t it? It may be go o d fo r 
u s.” 
She may hav e cap tu red the mo o d 
o f p eo p le here.

u tilizing my fu ll cap acities. I was like a man fo rced into p rematu re 
retirement. 
The answer fo r su ch men, and fo r the tho u sands o f wo men who 
ago nize o v er the cho ice between their families who need them and 
the o u tside wo rk and stimu latio n they need, is the same—p art-time 
wo rk. 
Emp lo y ers can get what amo u nts to time and half fro m q u ali­ 
fied ana highly mo tiv ated p art-time wo rkers—the edu cated ho u se­ 
wife, the ex p erienced retiree, and the new man o n the do mestic 
scene, theho u sehu sband. 
Yes, the leisu re indu stry o ffers a millio n way s to kill time. 
Bu t there’s no thing that makes it co me to life like a go o d o ld-fash­ 
io ned p ay check.

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Ex port dra in a dds $2 billion to food bills

W 
a sh in g t o n (a p ) - a 
huge export drain on U.S. farm 
products, mainly wheat, com 
and soybeans, is adding an ex­ 
tra $2 billion to consumer food 
dills this year, says the Agri­ 
culture Department. 
Even with the freeze an- 
nounced by President Nixon 
last month, retail food prices 
are expected to climb at least 
12 per cent this year. Depart­ 
ment analysts says at least 1.5 
to 2 per cent of that increase 
Can be linked directly to farm 
exports. 
In all, food spending may rise 
to $135 billion this year from 
about $125 billion in 1972. High­ 
er rices are the main reason 
for the $10-billion boost, but 
there are more mouths to feed 
too. And they are eating more. 
That means, according to the 
analysts, that at least $1.75 bil­ 


lion of the expected increase in 
spending can be traced to high­ 
er prices caused by the biggest 
flood 
of 
farm 
exports 
on 
record. 
For the year that ended June 
30. the shipments totaled more 
than $12 billion or 50 per cent 
more than in 1971-72. Higher 
prices accounted for part of the 
gain, but the amount of farm 
products ordered by foreign 
countries has soared, too. 
The effect has been to deplete 
reserves of grain and oilseed, 
prompting the Nixon adminis­ 
tration to restrict further ex­ 
ports of soybeans, oil and sim­ 
ilar products until new crops 
are harvested next fall. 
The exports also have con­ 
tributed to higher feed costs, 
forcing slowdown and even cut­ 
backs in the nation’s output of 
meat, poultry and dairy prod­ 
ucts. A further complication 
has been the price freeze. 


which growers and processors 
blame for a reduction in profits 
needed to spur production ex­ 
pansion. 
Don Paarlberg, director of 
economics for USDA, says he 
does not think the United States 
is embarking on an era of per­ 
manent export rationing, de­ 
spite the current curbs on soy­ 
beans and other high-protein 
feed. 
“ I hope not, and I labor to 
see that it does not occur,” 
Paarlberg said in an interview. 
‘‘When we need exports as 
much as we do in order to im­ 
prove our trade balance and to 
show that the dollar is a worth­ 
while currency, to restrict our 
exports is a very serious mat­ 
ter,” Paarlberg said. 
The big trigger was the sale 
last year of 440 million bushels 
of U.S. wheat, one-fourth the 
1972 crop, to the Soviet Union. 
Russia also took upwards of 275 


million bushels of corn and 
about 40 million bushels of soy­ 
beans. 
Those sales were important 
to U.S. farm exports in 1972-73, 
but, even at a value of $1.1 bil­ 
lion, accounted for little more 
than one-fourth of the jump in 
value of commodities sold to 
foreign customers. 
Japan 
and 
Europe, 
ex­ 
periencing huge demands, as in 
the United States, for more and 
better food, were big buyers. 
Through last April, in the first 
10 months of the fiscal year, 
Japan 
bought 
$1.89 
billion 
worth of products, up 89 per 
cent from a year earlier. 
The Common Market coun­ 
tries bought $2.91 billion worth 
in the same period, up 42 per 
cent from a year earlier. 
Put another way, wheat ex­ 
ports last season totaled about 
1.2 billion bushels, just as the 
new crop started to come in on 


Ju ly 1. Compared with 1972 
wheat production, exports took 
about 75 per cent. 
A record wheat crop is ex­ 
pected this year, maybe 1.7 bil­ 
lion bushels or more. But the 
reserve on July 1 was down to 
about 425 million bushels, the 
smallest in six years. 
Corn exports are expected to 
total more than 105 billion 
bushels, about 20 per cent of 
last year’s crop of 5.55 billion 
bushels. Production this year 
may be near a record of 6 bil­ 
lion bushels, although some of­ 
ficials think it might be less be­ 
cause of late planting last 
spring. 
Soybean exports currently 
are expected to be about 700 
m illion 
bushels, 
including 
equivalent shipments of meal, 
nearly 60 per cent of last year’s 
record crop of 1.282 billion 
bushels. 
Meantime, here is what has 


happened to farm prices of the 
three big commodities: 
In June 1972, wheat averaged 
$1.33 per bushel. Last month, it 
was $2.43 nationally, the high­ 
est in 25 years. 
A year ago, corn was $1.13 
per bushel. In June, it was 
$1.99 per bushel, also the high­ 
est in 25 years. 
Soybeans in June last year 
brought farmers $3.32 per bush­ 
el. Last month, they averaged 
a record $10 per bushel. 
Meantime, according to the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
here is what happened to some 
key food items whose produc­ 
tion depends on grain and oil­ 
seeds: 
In May 1972, hamburger av­ 
eraged 73.5 cents per pound in 
retail stores nationally. In May 
1973, the most recent month 
studied, it was 94.6 cents. 
Other examples : Sirloin rose 
from $1.47 per pound to $1.75; 


bacon, 91.2 cents to $1.20; pork 
chops, $1.15 
to $1.46; frying 
chicken, 40.5 cents to 58.4 cents, 
and eggs, 49.5 cents to 67.7 
cents. 
There are many complicated 
reasons for food prices going 
up, and farm exports by no 
means are the only factors. But 
economists say they can prove

Farm exports have been a 
keystone of Nixon adminis­ 
tration agricultural policy.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
continuing pressure of inflation 
was reflected this past week in 
broad increases 
in 
interest 
rates and a report that June 
wholesale prices rose at their 
sharpest rate since the Korean 
War boom. 
The lone bright spot was a 
government report that the job­ 
less rate has finally responded 
to the expanding economy and 
dropped below 5 per cent last 
month for the first time in 
three years. 
The increases 
in 
interest 
charges indicated that the cost 
of borrowing money has gone 
up, and paralleled boosts in the 
costs of other items such as 
food, clothing and industrial 
materials. The interest rate 
hikes applied to everything 
from corporate loans to savings 
accounts to mortgages. 
The 
nation’s 
commercial 
banks increased their prime 
lending rate twice during the 
week and lifted it to 8V4 per 
cent, just under the historic 
high of 8^ per cent reached 


during 
the 
1968-7 0 
credit 
crunch. The hikes in the min­ 
imum borrowing fee banks 
charge 
large 
corporations 
means big business will find it 
more expensive to obtain loans. 
Consumers, who had been ex­ 
empt from the upward sweep of 
interest rates under govern­ 
ment guidelines instituted ear­ 
lier this year, came in for two 
rate increases of their own this 
past week. One allowed them to 
receive higher rates on savings 
accounts but the other paved 
the way for them to pay more 
on house mortgages. 
The Federal Reserve Board, 
which acts as the nation’s mon­ 
ey manager, said its member 
banks could increase the m ax­ 
imum interest rate on passbook 
savings accounts by one-half a 
percentage point. The boost 
from 4Mz to 5 per cent on the 
accounts, the most popular type 
of deposits used by small sav­ 
ers, was retroactive to July 1. 
In a related move the Feder­ 
al Home Loan Bank Board, 
which regulates savings and 
loans associations, raised its 
ceilings on passbook accounts 


from 5 to 5V4 per cent. The 
Federal 
Deposit 
Insurance 
Corp. took similar action for 
national banks. 
The move was aimed in part 
at inducing more consumers to 
place their funds in savings and 
loan associations, the major 
source of mortgage money. The 
flow of funds into these thrift 
institutions has been slackening 
recently 
because 
the 
in­ 
stitutions were not allowed to 
pay rates comparable to those 
in the money market. 


In a separate action to main­ 
tain a pool of mortgage money, 
the Federal Housing Adminis­ 
tration and the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration raised the ceilings 
on home loans they now insure 
or guarantee from 7 to 7 3/4 per 
cent. The boost in the ceiling on 
government-backed 
home 
loans, which account for less 
than 20 per cent of total new 
home owner mortgages was the 
first in that rate in 3Vfe years.

W IM BLEDO N,England (A P) 
— The old lady of tennis, after 
wrapping up the fifth Wimble­ 
don singles title of her career 
and capturing two other crowns 
at the prestigious event, would 
now like to wrap up Bobby 
Riggs. 


Billie Jean King of Long 
Beach, Calif., who at the age of 
29 calls herself the “ old lady” 
of the sport she continues to 
dominate, said Sunday after the 
1973 Wimbledon championships 
concluded, “ That’s three more 
Wimbledon titles...and now for 
Bobby Riggs.” 


The 55-year-old Riggs, winner 
of the Wimbledon men’s crown 
in 1939, easily defeated Austral­ 
ian Margaret Court earlier this 
year in a $10,000 challenge 
match. 


After the victory over Marga­ 
ret, he claimed he could beat 
any woman player in the world, 
including B illie Jean. 


Mrs. King, who in addition to 
claiming the women’s singles 
for a postwar-record fifth time 
also won a ninth women’s dou­ 
bles crown and recorded her 
third Wimbledon mixed doubles 
championship, said she is ready 
for Riggs whenever he gives 
the word. 


King’s three victories sent 
her soaring past Suzanne Leng­ 
len, who won 15 Wimbledon ti­ 
tles. Mrs. King now has 17. 
She completed her 1973 Wim ­ 
bledon success Sunday by win­ 
ning the mixed doubles with 
Australia’s 
Owen 
Davideon. 
They beat Raul Ramirez of 
Mexico and Janet Newberry of 
La Jo lla, Calif., 6-3, 6-2 in the 
final. 
Billie Jean, who had a long 
layoff from tennis earlier this 
year, reached her peak for 
Wimbledon. She said her first 
set against Chris Evert in the 
women’s singles final Saturday 
was the best she had ever 
played. 
She still needs to win the 
Wimbledon singles crown three 
more times to equal the record 
of Helen W ills Moody, who took 
it eight times. 
But how much longer w ill B il­ 
lie Jean compete in the world’s 
top tournament? 
“ I have played too many 
Wimbledons to make any pre­ 
dictions,” she said. “ I know 
that if you look ahead too far 
that is when you begin to lose.”

J. Ex o n o f Nebraska. 
If America can land a man 
o n the mo o n, he co ntends, it 
can so lv e its energ y crisis. 
Ex o n was amo ng the chief 
ex ecutiv es interv iewed by The 
Asso ciated Press in adv ance o f 
the Midwest Go v erno r’s Co nfer­ 
ence, o pening to day with a dis­ 
cussio n o f the fuel sho rtag e. 
There was little ag reement 
amo ng the g o v erno rs o n the 
cause o f the pro blem. But there 
was a sizable number o f sug ­ 
g estio ns that the federal g o v ­ 
ernment had bung led its ro le. 
The Nix o n administratio n’s 
respo nse was to be g iv en to day 
by fo rmer Go v . Jo hn Lo v e o f 
Co lo rado , no w directo r o f the 
White Ho use Energ y Po licy . 
Despite the co ncern abo ut the 
fuel sho rag e, ho wev er, Go v . 
Dan Walker o f Illino is was the 
o nly g o v erno r to decline the use 
o f a 1973 Cadillac fo r the co n­ 
ference. 
The airco nditio ned, two -way 
radio -equipped sedans were to 
be used fo r a number o f to urs 
and activ ities during the fo ur- 
day co nference in the scenic 
Black Hills. 
Walker requested and g o t a 
mo re eco no mical car — a 
Chev ro let. But an aide said 
Walker’s request was no t spe­ 
cifically a respo nse to the ener­ 
g y crisis. He said Walker has 
been refusing larg e, fancy lim­ 
o usines o n g eneral principles 
since 
he 
to o k 
o ffice 
this 
January . 
“ When Jo hn F. Kennedy was 
president, he made a co m­ 
mitment that we were g o ing to 
land a man o n the mo o n within 
a certain perio d o f time,” Ex o n 
said. “ I think the same kind o f 
co mmitment is needed to so lv e 
the energ y crisis. We need the 
same kind o f crash pro g ram.” 
“ The real secret to it, if the 
Nix o n 
administratio n 
wo uld 
ev er catch o n, is this: What 
do es ev ery natio n in the wo rld 
want? Fo o d. The fo o d sho rtag e 
is mo re o f an internatio nal 
crisis than the fuel sho rtag e,” 
said the Nebraska Demo crat. 
“ Our g o v ernment sho uld take 
o ur stro ng po int, fo o d pro duc­ 
tio n, and use it to the best ad­ 
v antag e po ssible — to o btain 
mo re fuel,” he said. 
Ex o n said fuel fo r irrig atio n 
pumps in no rtheastern Nebras­ 
ka is his prime co ncern at the 
mo ment. 


Go v . Patrick Lucey o f Wis­ 
co nsin say s he do esn’t kno w 
whether the sho rtag e is real o r 
co ntriv ed, as sug g ested by a 
staff repo rt o f the Federal 
Trade Co mmissio n. 
“ But reg ardless, the effect is 
the same,” Lucey said in an in­ 
terv iew. “ The o il industry is us­ 
ing it (the sho rtag e) to its o wn 
purpo se, which is to break 
do wn the few env iro nmental re­ 
strictio ns that hav e been placed 
o n it, to ramro d thro ug h the 
Alaska pipeline when it’s clear 
that a trans-Canada pipeline 
wo uld put the o il where it’s 
needed mo st, and to put the in­ 
dependents o ut o f business,” 
said the Wisco nsin Demo crat. 
Go v . W’illiam G. Milliken o f 
Michig an say s a state task 
fo rce thus far has been able to 
match up supply and demand. 
“ It’s no t a majo r pro blem y et 
and I ho nestly do n’t think it 
will be.” Milliken said. 
Milliken and Lucey were try ­ 
ing to line up suppo rt fo r a 
stand by the Midwest states fo r 
a pro po sed trans-Canada pipe­ 
line to bring Alaskan o il to the 
natio n. Such a pipeline wo uld 
terminate in the Midwest. 
The current pro po sal wo uld 
deliv er Alaskan o il to a seapo rt 
in so uthern Alaska, where it 
wo uld be shipped by tanker. 
Midwest g o v erno rs fear this 
wo uld ag ain leav e their reg io n 
at the end o f the deliv ery line 


fo r the new supplies. 
Milliken 
said 
charg es 
o f 
manipulatio n by the o il co m­ 
panies “ bear lo o king into .” 
Go v . Christo pher Bo nd o f 
Misso uri called the pro blem 
“ v ery co mplex ” and said he 
has named an energ y co uncil to 
keep abreast o f the situatio n. 
Asked whether the sho rtag e 
appears real o r co ntriv ed, the 
34 -y ear o ld Republican said: 
“ The two are no t mutually 
ex clusiv e...there is definitely a 
sho rtag e. Our reso urces are no t 
g ro wing . We’re g o ing to be 
mo re dependent o n fo reig n o il 
ev en if we curtail o ur o wn us­ 
ag e.” 
Bo nd said “ a v ery hig h prio r­ 
ity ” sho uld be placed o n keep­ 
ing independent g aso line deal­ 
ers in business. 
Sev eral o f the g o v erno rs said 
fuel o il fo r heating remains a 
prime co ncern fo r nex t fall de­ 
spite current talk o f g aso line 
sho rtag es. 
Go v . Wendell Anderso n o f 
Minneso ta said many scho o ls 
hav e no co ntracts fo r heating 
o il. 
“ All o v er the state we’re hav ­ 
ing pro blems with co unty and 
lo cal g o v ernments who can’t 
g et any o ne to bid o n their fuel 
needs,” Ex o n said. 
‘ The co mpetitiv e bidding sy s­ 
tem is abso lutely sho t.” 
Ex o n said he believ es so me 
“ pro fiteering ” is g o ing o n. 


“ But I think it’s wro ng fo r 
peo ple to be to ld, as the press 
has been telling them, that this 
is a co nspiracy o n the part o f 
the majo r o il co mpanies. I be- 
liv e we wo uld hav e had a sho rt­ 
ag e if g aso line was selling fo r 
$2 a g allo n,” Ex o n said. 
Lucey said o nly 30 per cent o f 
Wisco nsin’s institutio ns hav e 
receiv ed bids fo r the co ming 
y ear. 
“ They were -nearly alway s 
no nco mpetitiv e bids, and many 
left the price o pen to whatev er 
the current market price is at 
the time o f deliv ery . 
This 
makes it impo ssible to budg et.” 
Go v . Daniel J. Ev ans o f 
Washing to n, chairman o f the 
Natio nal Go v erno rs’ Co nfer­ 
ence, to ld a news co nference 
Sunday there is no clear an­ 
swer to the pro blem. 


“ It’s a heckuv a 
co mplex 
questio n and I do n’t think any 
o f us at the federal, state o r 
lo cal g o v ernment lev els are at 
the bo tto m o f it y et,” Ev ans 
said. 
To day ’s pro g ram called fo r 
the g o v erno rs to swap ideas o n 
ho w their states are meeting 
the fuel sho rtag e.

Hills this afterno o n, the chief 
ex ecutiv es switch g ears Tues­ 
day fo r discussio n o f g o v ern­ 
ment reo rg anizatio n and pro b­ 
lem-so lv ing o n the state lev el.
